think it has occurred to any one to connect 
the jubilee with any particular policy the 
government may pursue growing out of the 
results of the war, and in any event that 
would seem to be a feature that the jubilee 
— had better not attempt to

PERSONAL PROPERTY. 


Cook Is Said 
to Be $17,000,000 Less than Is 
Necessary to Pay Regular City 
and County Expenses, 


‘Springfield, Sept. 13.—{Special. ]—The 
opening session of the State Board of Baual- 
‘ization was held in this city today. 

The Cook County members are again con- 
fronted with the opposition of the country. 
members in the matter of Cook County’s 
assessment. The country members outnum- 
ber the city equalizers in the proportion of 
15 to 7. The assesement in Cook County is 
said to be $17,000,000 less than is necessary 
to conduct the ordinary expense of the city 
and county governments. There is no hope 
for an attempt to equalize upon an asséss- 
ment made under the new law or to be gov- 
erned by that section of it which allows the 
board to add 10 per cent to the total assess- 
ment of the State. The members will adhere 
to.the old law, and if, when the country 
members pile up the taxes on Cook County 
there is still a lack of assessment, the blame 
must fall where it belongs. It is unlikely 
that politics will enter into the work of the 
board, as it is impossible for them to finish 
up business before election and nothing in 
the way of equalization figures 
known until after election. 


reports to the Committee on General Equal- 
ization a radical departure will be made 
from the equalization of last year. Personal 
property assessments will be increased over 
the increase of last year. In 1897 the per- 
sonal property assessment was raised in 
Cook County 34 per cent above the returns 
of local Assessors, lots were increased 21 
per cent above the Assessors’ returns, and 
lands increased 29 per cent. This year the 
assessment on town and city lots will be 
reduced by the General Equalization com- 
mittee and personal property greatly in- 
creased.

ME, DENBY ON THE PHILIPPINES. 

Probably no man in the nation is better 
qualified to judge of conditions in the far 
East and of American interests as related 
to the Philippine Islands than ex-Minister 
Charles Denby, who has recently concluded 
a service of twelve years as Envoy of the 
United States to the Chinese government 
at Peking. ‘The value of his services in this 
particular field has been so thoroughly 
recognized that he has been retained in 
office without regard to the political charac- 
ter of the administration which for the 


In an interview on his arrival in Wash- 
ington the other day Mr. Denby expressed 
his views at considerable length in refer- 
ence to the interests of the United States in 
the far East, and especially in regard tothe 
retention of the Philippines. As to the lat- 
ter,while expressing his view modestly as an 
individual, he was particularly emphatic 
in the declaration that we should keep the 
whole group. In further discussion of th 
point he pertinently added: | 

I cannot conceive of any statesmanship in keep- 


United States does that the sending of troops to 
the Philippines was a great mistake. I might say 
one of the most stupendous blunders. If we are to 
surrender these islands back to Spain and keep 
only a coaling station, Admiral Dewey made a 
great mistake in remaining in Manila Bay after 
he had destroyed the Spanish fleet, and our govern- 
ment added another great mistake in sending 
troops to take and occupy Manila. I do not see 
how there can be any question about holding the 
Island of Luzon, and I think we ought to hold the 
whole Philippines. I do not see how there can be 
any other question before the American Peace 
Commissioners than this: Whether we shall keep 
only the principal island or the whole group. 


This is a logical view of the subject, which 


whole American people. If we close the 
door now opened to us by the rejection of 
the islands, it is Mr. Denby’s opinion that 
“we shut out the far East from our in- 
fluence,” and will never be in a position to 
reconsider the misstep. The acquisition of 
the islands was not of so much importance 
to us on account of their present commercial 
value as the opening they would give to us 
for the trade of China, where we have just 
begun to secure a hold on an equal footing’ 
with other nations. 

Mr. Denby is of the opinion that an offer 
to surrender the Philippines will bring us 
face to face with one of the gravest of ques- 
tions. While he is evidently of the opinion 
that Spain will be unable to retain them in 
its present weakened condition, both finan- 
cially and in a military sense, with a for- 
midable insurrection against its authority 
in progress, he declares that it will be ab- 
solutely necessary for-some other power te 
step in to secure a stable government. For 
Germany, France, or Russia to attempt 
this, he argues, would inevitably result in 


try in a position to do this peaceably, as 
both England and Japan are satisfied to 
have us do so, and he is clearly of the opinion. 
that no other nation would dare to inter- 
tere against their wishes. 

As to the outlook for China, Mr. Denby is 
more hopeful than others who have studied 
the question at a greater distance. There 
are now thirty-five treaty ports open in the 
empire, with more opening every year, be- 


the interior, one of the most important being 
under control of American capital and en- 
terprise.

OF INTEREST FROM ~XCHANGES 
Far Eastern Opinion of America’s Duty 
iu the Philippines—What the Re- 

3 turn of Islands Would Mean. 


Of the latest war news the item that most 


‘| closely concerns the far East is the an- 


nouncement that the future of the Philip- 
pines, concerning which the United States 

overnment is clearly unable to make up 
its mind definitely, ia to be considered by a 
joint commission of American and Spanish 
delegates. That statement, if authentic, as 
there is every reason. to suppose it to be, 
may well give cause for anxiety to all who 
are interested in the maintenance of the 
: © Of power in the far East, who de- 
sire to see peace prevail and commerce pros- 
per, and who are convinced that by retain- 
ing a large degree of control over the Phil- 
ippines the United States would thereby 
be doing no more than assuming that posi- 
tion as a great power on the Pacific that 
it is right and necessary for her to acquire. 
It may well be asked why, in the announce- 
ment of the proposed institution of a His- 
pano-American joint commission for the 
determination of the future of the Philip- 
pines, there should be apprehended any pos- 
sibility of peril. Our reply is that the dan- 
ger is to be found in the presumption, in the 
fact of the creation of such a commission, 


that the result to be arrived at must be of 


the nature of a compromise between the 
interests of the two parties to the discus- 
sion. Compromise, to our thinking, and ac- 
cording to our estimate of the situation, 
would, in such a matter, be fatal to the 
cause of lasting peace. ˖ 

By this institution of a joint Spanish- 
American commission as to the Philippines 
what is likely to ensue? First of all, it is 


to be remembered that the American dele- 


gates will not be able to forget that Spain 
has been defeated, her fleets have been 
wiped out, Cuba removed from her juris- 
diction, Porto Rico surrendered, while the 
United States declines to consent to take 
over any of the undoubted immense pecun!- 
ary indebtedness of either Cuba or Porto 
Rico. Knowing all that, and going into 
conference with the delegates of the defeat- 
ed power with the express object of treat- 
ing with them over what has been appar- 
ently deliberately left as an open question— 
the destiny of the Philippines—can it human- 
ly be wondered at if the tendency in the 
minds of the American delegates will be 


jrresistibly toward concession and allevia- 


tion of the terms, so as to enable Spain to 
say that out of the general wreck of her 
colonial fortunes she had saved some shreds 
of her ancient dignities and possessions? 

But what will all this mean? If it means, 
in any degree, a survival of Spanish au- 
thority; if it means the continued action 
of the slenderest powers of the obnoxious, 
cruel, and extortionate religious fraterni- 
ties; if it means that these (as of necessity 
always) are to retain an arbitrary power 
of bending the civil, magisterial, and judi- 
cial officials to their irresponsible will, then 
indeed will the last state of the people of 
the Philippines be worse than the first. 
For the first impulse of the Spanish power, 
as much as may be left of it, inspired by 
the deadliest animosity of the Frailes, will 
be toward the crushing, the extermination 
of every man and woman who had dared to 
strive for equity, justice, impartial govern- 
ment, freedom, and liberty of thought, 
speech, and action in the Philippines. For 
America the question is this: IS Ameri- 
ca, after rousing hopes, after countenancing 
the shedding of blood in aspiration to those 
blessings of liberty and justice which are 
the root and foundation of national life of 
the United States, to abandon the simple 
people of the Philippines to a fate which 
to comprehend is to shudder at?“ Ot course, 
America does not know; how can she?

contracted while nursing her children, all 


I should not at all be be sursctaed if the seiz- 
ure with this malady of the Emperor's 
fourth son, who is*how being nursed by 
his mother, the Kaiserin, at the Neues 
Palais, were to lead to the abandonment of 
Potsdam as a place of summer residence by 
the Emperor. True, it possesses many his- 
toric associations dear to him, and the 
spirit of Frederick the Great, whom he re- 
gards as his ideal, seems to hover over and 
pervade every cranny and nook of the mag- 
nificent palace and exquisite gardens. 

But, at the same time, it has always been 
regarded as unhealthy in the extreme, owing 
to the lowness of the site and the conse- 
quent dampness. In fact, both the Em- 
press and the royal children have been so 
far from’ well at Potsdam in recent years 
that the Emperor has as far as possible 
cut short his stay there, and transferred his 
summer abode to Wilhelmshohe, near Cas- 
sel, which, once the home of King Jerome 
Bonaparte of Westphalia (husband of Miss 
Patterson of Baltimore), who hkeld his 
court there, was assigned in 1870 to Napo- 
leon III. as a species of gilded prison until 
the conclusion of the 
war. 

Emperor William is n badly oft as. 
far as residences are concerned. The im- 
perial palace at Berlin is a most inconven- 
lent abode, more unhealthy even that Pots- 
dam in consequence of the proximity of that 
species of open sewer, the Spree, and of the 
deplorable condition of the sanitary system, 
the entire subsoil of the palace being liter- 
ally a swamp of sewage. Moreover, there 
are no grounds or gardens surrounding the 
palace, which is bordered on every side, 
save that of the river, by the public streets, 
and whenever the children of the imperial 
couple have been in need of a playground 
they have had to drive through the city 
to one of the smaller palaces, which, more 
fortunate than the Emperor’s metropolitan 
residence, have gardens or a park extending 
out towards the rear. 

Of course, the Emperor might establish 
his summer residence at Babelsberg, which 
his grandfather and grandmother were 
wont to occupy during the summer months, 
and which I believe was bequeathed by them 
to Prince Henry. But they were satisfied 
with much more simple and modest sur- 
roundings than the present Kaiser, and 
Babelsberg, which is situated on high 
ground, and which is infinitely more healthy 
than the Neues Palais, would have to be 
greatly enlarged and altered in order to 
carte the requirements of actual 
ruler.

WILL TEST PUPILS’ EYESIGHT. 


Public School Teachers to Be Instructed 
in the System—Reports for 
| Parents. 


Superintendent. ‘of Schools Andrews says 
that the system of having teachers make 
tests of the eyes of the children by the 
printed letter card method and making ob- 
servations of the actions of pupile to detect 
defects in eyesight and hearing will be 
given a trial during the present year. Dr. 
Frank Allport, who has been authorized to 
supervise the work, will begin at once call- 
ing meetings of the teachers to instruct them 
in the methods. 

The tests of the eyes will be made by plac- 
ing a printed card before the child, on which 
are printed different sized letters. The ob- 
servations made by the teacher will be re- 
corded on cards provided for the purpose. 
If any defects are noted the attention of 
the parent will be called to the matter at 
once, with the suggestion that steps he 
taken to edy the trouble. If a child: is 
noticed to eathe through the mouth the 
attention of the parent Will de called to 
the matter.

Mr. White said that he had treated the 
history of the gold standard at the world's 
congress of bankers and financiers at Chi- 
cago in 1893, bringing it down to that date. 
He should not repeat what he said then. | 
The world had advanced in knowledge since 
that time, and the subject was not so inter- 
esting now as it was then. The history of 
the gold standard was a narrative of at- 
tempts on the part of governments and peo- 
ples to make two metals, variable in their 
nature, stable in reference to each other. 

These attempts were honest but futile. 
The pursuit of bimetallism was like the pur- 
suit of an ignis fatuus. The nations one 
after another had abandoned it, so that in 
1892 all countries of any commercial impor- 
tance except four had adopted the single 
gold standard. The four were India, Chile, 
Japan, and Russia. All four were then sil- 
ver standard countries. All have since 
adopted the gold standard or have taken 
steps to that end. The only nation that has 
gone back from gold to silver is Spain, and 
this has been in consequence of her recent 
misfortunes. Mexico and China are the 
only countries of any magnitude that volun- 
tarily preserve the silver standard. There
